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Bullard Resigns As President 


Alumni Express Apprehension Over 
Regents’ Plans For Potomac State 


An announcement from Dr. 
Prince Woodard, chancellor of 
higher education in West Vir- 
ginia, that the title of ‘‘president* 1 
would not be used for the new ad- 
ministrator of Potomac State 
College, has been the basis for 
much concern and some appre- 
hension among alumni, faculty, 
and townspeople. 

No sooner had the report been 
carried by newspapers through- 
out the state than Chancellor 
Woodard issued an explanation 
to his remarks. 

In the original report, Woodard 
allegedly told UPI that the title 
of “president*’ would not be used 
for the new administrator and 
that a permanent appointment 
would be made later by officials 
of WVU to succeed Dr. Todd H. 
Bullard who had prviously re- 


signed his office. 

The article stated that “the 
move to do away with the office 
of president was in line with a 
study of two-year institutions 
in the state by the Board of Re- 
gents. Woodard did not say when 
the temporary or permanent ap- 
pointments would be made or what 
the new title would be. 

Later, Dr. Woodard was quoted 
as saying that reports that the 
position would be done away with, 
in favor of a new title, resulted 
from a misunderstanding and that 
the office of President had not 
been permanently abolished. 

He told the News-Tribune in 
Keyser that the Board determined 
at its May meeting not to make a 
permanent selection to fill the 
vacancy at this time. The Board 


Handlan Named 
To Position On 
Temporary Basis 

Dr. Todd H. Bullard, President 
of Potomac State College since 
1964, has resigned his post to 
accept the newly-created position 
of Provost and Vice President 
for Academic Affairs at 
Rochester (N.Y.) Institute of 
Technology. He will assume his 
new duties on or about August 1. 

In the meantime, Dr. James 
G. Harlow, president of West Vir- 
ginia University, has named 
Dean James T. Handlan acting 
chief executive officer for Po- 
tomac State until a permanent 
successor is named. Handlan* s 
appointment became effective 
July 1. 

Bullard, 38, is a native of 
Wheeling and came to Keyser 
in the fall of 1963 in the capacity 
of Academic Dean and professor 
of political science. He was ap- 
pointed President the following 
year. 

Regarding his new position at 
RIT, Dr. Bullard said, “It*s a 
very different kind of institu- 
tion-15,000 students, a large pro- 
fessional staff, located in an 
urban area. It will be a new ex- 
perience that I need in terms 
of my own career. I also feel 
it is important for an institution 
to experience a turnover in its 
presidency frequently, to pro- 
vide fresh air and new ideas. 

“I leave with sincere feelings 
of regret. It*s always seemed 
to me that Potomac State Col- 
lege is a place characterized 
by eminently reasonable students 
and faculty members. It’s of a

size that permits close contact 
and frequent exchange of views. 
I will treasure memories of stu-

Dr. Paul A. Miller, president 
of RIT, said in the appointment 
of Dr. Bullard: “I am delighted 
to name Dr. Bullard to this im- 
portant post at RIT. Having work- 
ed closely with him during my 
tenure as president of West Vir- 
ginia University, I am well ac- 
quainted with his scholarly and 
administrative abilities. His out- 
standing work, particularly in the 
area of post-high school voca- 
tional - technical education, 
makes him ideally suited for an 
institution such as RIT.”

instructed WVU President James 
G. Harlow to appoint an 'acting 
administrator to serve until a 
final decision is made. The title 
was left to Harlow with the stip- 
ulation that the temporary title 
not be “president.” The Chancel- 
lor pointed out that none of the 
state’s other junior colleges has 
a president. 

He further stated that the per- 
manent appointment would not be 
made until after a study of the 
state’s junior colleges is com- 
pleted in the fall. He said the Re- 
gents are “deeply concerned 
about the need for expanded two- 
year facilities and eager to deter - 
mine the best approach.’’ He 
added that experts from the 
Southern Regional Educational 

Board would visit Potomac State 
and the other junior colleges in 
the state and report to the Re- 
gents. He said the report might 


indicate whole new directions or 
a continuance of present fa- 
cilities. 

Left somewhat in the dark by 
both announcement s, a grou p of 
alumni, faculty members, busi- 
ness people, and friends of the 
college met at the Potomac Motel 
to discuss the sudden disclosures 
and the possible reasons behind 
them. Some 30 individuals attend- 
ed the luncheon sponsored by the 
Keyser -Mineral County Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Some felt that there may be 
some move underway to separate 
Potomac State from * the Uni- 
versity completely, to view it as 
a possible community college, or 
that possibly a “downgrading” 
of the institution was inevitable 
with the removal of the title of 
“president” from the chief 
executive officer.
